2. Are the Cleveland Indians, 
pennantless since 1954, really a 
threat? 
3. Are the San Francisco Giants 
going to become the first National 
League runaway winner since the 
Dodgers, then in Brooklyn, waltzed 
to a pennant in 1955? 
,A couple of weeks ago. Gabe 
Paul, general m anager of the In­ 
dians, boldly stated that the Yan­ 
kees would be hard pressed to re­ 
peat as champions this year. Tak­ 
en lightly was his assertion that 
other clubs, including his own, had 
built themselves up to the Yan­ 
kees. 
Today, Paul’s assertions have 
more meaning than they did two 
weeks ago, because of (a) Cleve 
land’s current position at the head 
of the league (b) the Indians’ 
early dominance of the Yankees 
whom they’ve beaten five times 
in seven meetings and (c) the 
league standings which show only 
4Mi games separating the first 
eight clubs 
There’s no doubt that Gabe has 
revived the forlorn Indians of a 
year ago when they barely man­ 
aged to squeeze into the first di 
vision, a whopping 30'* games be 
hind the winning Yankees. 
In 
a 
house-cleaning 
job, he 
changed m anagers and replaced 
several of last year’s regulars w ith 
young, eager and speedy newcom­ 
ers. ’Hie new m anager, youthful 
Mel McGaha, besides establishing 
order and harmony, had fashioned 
a different club based on speed, 
pitching and defense 
Probably the biggest improve 
ment has been in the club’s bench, 
which has become one of the deco 
est and most maneuverable in the 
league. In the weekend series with 
the Yankees, McGaha platooned 
six outfielders and each contrib­ 
uted nobly m the club’s three vic­ 
tories in four decisions. 
In Sunday’s double triumph, the 
second doubleheader sweep the In­ 
dians have accomplished over the 
Yankees in two weeks, the out­ 
fielders—Ty Cline. Chuck Essegi- 
an, Willie Kirkland, Willie Tasby 
and Don Dillard—collected IO hits. 
Two of them were important pinch 
hits by Dillard. 
An important factor in the In­ 
dians' showing this year against 
the Yankees, to whom Cleveland 
lost 14 of 18 last year, has been 
second baseman Jerry Kindall. ac­ 
quired in a trade with the Cubs.

The next two weeks may be the 
turning point. The Giants, with a 
four game-lead over their nearest 
rivals, will play 13 of their next 
15 games at home. At the conclu­ 
sion of a three-gam e series with 
the St. Louis Cardinals starting 
tonight the Giants pity Houston 
four times, Philadelphia and New 
York three each. The home stand 
will be interrupted by a two-game 
aeries at Los Angeles.

“ As we got halfway up the aisle. 
Pecyk took a sw ing at one of the 
precinct com m itteem en, and so I 
carried P ecyk out to the lobby. I 
w as trying to stop a figh t.” 
Aside from the fracas, the m eet­ 
ing w ent according to plan. Chair­ 
man Ra. T. M iller, leader of the
